RITISH FRONT IN FRANCE, 

July 15, 10:06 p.m., (via Lon- 
July 16.) — Continuing 
their offensive, the British who yes- 
terday broke the German second line 
of defense now have taken all of 
Delville wood, which was stormed by 
the South Africans, and the high 
wood, establishing themselves be- 
yond Bazentin-le-Petit, advanced par- 
ties having been to the outskirts of 
Martinpuich and Pozieres and some 
other points close to the third Ger- 
man line of defense. The weather 
remains dry and warm. 

The operations after yesterday's 
advance were more in the nature of 
open fighting, the Germans using 
strong points on favorable ground 
which were good machine-gun posi- 
tions to gain time in rallying rein- 
forcements which arrive and dig new 
trenches while the British dig in op- 
posite them with each stage of the 
advance. Frequently they are s0. 
near each other that neither side 
dares use its guns. Every possible 
protection is sejzed and stoutly held 
by both sides. 


Possession of stretches of wood- 
land becomes as important as 
of villages. The German defenders 
of Trones wood had orders to stand 
to the last man and the orders vir- 
tually were obeyed. Cases have been 
numerous in the woods fighting 
where Britons and Germans have 
been pierced by each other’s bay- 
onets. 

The Germans are keeping up a 
heavy volume of artillery fire in 
answer to the British, indicating the 
arrival of fresh artillery. British 
guns today were able to reach the 
main road of Martinpuich, whi as 
crowded with transports, aeropianes 
reporting immense destruction and 
confusion. 

Every one coming from the front 
remarks upon the paucity of German 
aeroplanes and anti-aircraft «uns, 
despite the reinforcements in other 
arms. British airmen in many in- 
stances have descended as low as 300 
or 600 feet, firing upon German tn- 
fantry with their machine guns. Such| 
low flights have resulted in remark- 
ably intimate scouting.

The absence of news of any great 
advance on the British or French 
front today was fully expected here, 
as it is realized that several days 
must be taken up for the movement 
of the artillery to its new positions 
and preliminary bombardments be- 
fore fresh infantry attacks can be 
hegun. The frank admission by the 
French of the. extraordinary obsta- 
cles which the British troops have 
had to surmount in the recent fight- 
ing have given great satisfaction 
here, while the comparatively light 
casualities suffered by Gen. Haig’s 
forces are hailed as an indication of 
the eplendid artillery preparation 
along the whole line held by the 
British. 

MOVEMENT OF ARTILLERY. 


Both the British and the French 
are confronted with almost insuper- 
able difficulties in moving their sys- 
tems of communication with the ad- 
vancing troops. The biggest guns of 
the allies are too huge to be handled 
either by horses or motors, but ‘re- 
quire freight trucks for their trans- 
portation. This work of consolida- 
tion of organization is now being 
done’ on the French front in order 
to subject the third and fourth 
lines of the German positions to 
the same demoralizing bombardment 
that the first and second lines under- 
went before the French made their 
first amazingly rapid stroke. When 
the -high command considers these 
preparations adequately made the 
French -will again sweep forward 
and help the British push into the 
breach made in the Albert salient 
and widen the pressure on both 
its sides. 

The British at Guillomont are 
now in front of the last strong Ger- 
man defense before Combles, while 
the French, in possession of hill No. 
139, are in a position to move on 
Peronne when the eastward move- 
ment is resumed. It is the opinion 
in London that another week will 
see the German position inside the 
Albert salient made untenable and 
the Teutons forced to retire to the 
Arras-Bapaume-Peronne line.

LULL IN FIGHTING. 

In the lull which has followed what 
correspon ts at the front describe 
as the fiercest fighting of the war, 
the British are consolidating their 
new positions north of the Bazentin- 
Longcueval line and are 0bringing 
up their heavy artillery preparatory 
to resuming the great drive toward 
Peronne. After four assaults hurled 
in rapid succession at the German 


Razentin-Le Petit this morning and 
failed th dislodge the enemy, oper- 
ations on both sides came to an 
abrupt halt. 

On the French side of the Somme 
line the Germans this morning took 
Gen. Foch by surprise. Powerful 
attacks enabled them to capture La- 
Maisonette and Biache, but they 
were ejected before they had time 
to rally against the French coun- 
ter-attacks. The rapidity with 
which the Germans were rolled back 
from these two positions is hailed by 
military experts as indication of the 
firm grip the French have obtained 
on the newly-won ground. 


FINANCES OF ALLIES 
CONFERENCE THEME.

“An agreement concerning the 
combined interests of the four pow- 
ers has been reached with the ob- 
ject of co-ordinating further their 
joint arrangements for supplies and 
finance. Separate financial agree- 
ment between the United Kingdom 
and France and Italy, respectively, 
also have been concluded, and a dis- 
cussion with the Russian Minister of 
Finance will be initiated Monday.” 


REICHSTAG LEADERS 
WILL CONFER TODAY.

LONDON, July 16.—The con- 
ference of the German Chancellor; 
Dr. Von Bethmann-Hollweg, with the 
political leaders of the Reichstag has 
been adjourned to Monday, says an 
Exchange dispatch from Amsterdam, 
so that the Chancellor may first have 
an audience with Emperor William 
at Imperial headquarters. 
| The result of his negotiations with 
the leaders of the Reichstag, the dis- 
patch adds, is awaited with interest 
throughout Germany, as it is sup- 
posed the Chancellor either will be 
forced to define his peace policy or 
to retire. 

A dispatch from Berlin under 
date of Juiy 5, said that the cam- 
paign in favor of the resumption 
of active submarine war was going 
on energetically.

SEVERE TESTS 
AT MONTEREY. 


Strenuous Week Confronting 
Training Camp ‘Affords W ork 
that is Inspiring. | 


Men Proud a Blisters Gained 
in Patriotic Cause. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE } 

MILITARY TRAINING CAMP, 
MONTEREY, July 15.—Gratified 
with the progress made by the citi- 
zen-soldiers of the First Regiment, 
Pacific States frovisional Troops, 
during the first week of the mili- 
tary training camp, Brig.-Gen. Sie- 
bert and his staff have outlined a 
course of instruction for next week 
that will impose a still more severe 
test on the patriotism and stamina 
of the citizen troops. — . 

Company drill will begin at 7 
o'clock each morning and will con- 
tinue without intermission until 4 
o'clock in the afternoon, Target 
practice will begin Wednesday. There 
will be reconnoissance work, road 
sketching, fire drill, outpost duty, 
drili in principles of attack and de- 
fense and a supplemental course of 
instruction in first aid to the injured. 

For the aviation squadron there 
will be practice in the practical con- 
struction of monoplanes and bi- 
planes on the field; -reconnoissance 
flights, firing from machines and 
aviation patrol duty. “The course 
is more rigorous than is imposed in 
the regular service,” said Col. Per- 
kins, regimental commander, this 
morning, “but the cadets are clamor- 
ing for more work and they have 
much to learn and but seventeen days 
for actual practice remain.” ‘ 

There are scores of bandaged an 
blistered hands in camp today as the 
result of three days’ drill with the 
heavy Springfield rifles by men whose 
hands are not toughened by manual 
labor. The cadets have found that 
a soldier’s hands must become tough- 
ended by actual handling of a rifle 
just as are those of a sailor by pull- 
ing a rope. The blister-and-callous 
reute is the only way. There has 
been no flinching, however, and the 
men are proud of their service 
wounds and their stride on bilis- 
tered feet when off duty is a cross 
between a limp and a strut. 2 

STRENUOUS BUT ENJOYABLE. 

Giving one’s vacation to one’s 
country is a bit strenuous, the 
cadets are still game; leaping trout 
and bounding deer have lost their 
lure for men who have found some- 
thing in life that is really. worth 
while. 

“My only real concern is that I 
shall acquire the early rising habit,” 
said 8S. L. Weaver, president of the 
Los Angeles Rotary Club, at mess 
this morning. In camp he is simply 
No. 1555, cadet of Co. I. “I am be- 
ginning to enjoy this breakfast at 
6:30,."" he continued, “but I am be- 
ginning to wonder what T shall do 
hanging about my office from 7 un- 
tii 10 each morning, waiting for the 
business day to begin.” 

A sigh of relief passed through 
hundreds of sun-blistered lips this 
afternoon, however, when a line of 
200 touring cars stretched like a 
piece of animated tape from the 
gates of the training camp through 
the grounds of Hotel del Monte and 
to the entrance of the famous sev- 
enteen-mile Monterey scenic drive. 
These were filled with cadets and 
their friends, the khaki uniforms of 
the cadets in strange contrast with 
the brilliant colors of the latest 
from Burlingame and Hollywood in 
week-end gowns. The cit- 
izen soldiers take a pride in wearing 
their uniforms even when off duty.

MIRROR READY 
TO STAR-GAZE. 


Solar Reflector Completed 
After Three Years. 


Hundred Million New Stare 
may be Discovered. 


Tournament of ‘Roses Plans 
Include “Hula-hula.” 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

PASADENA, July 17.—After three 
years of preparation in grinding the 
glass to such precision that no flaw 
could be found, the work of silver- 
ing the great mirror of the 100-inch 
refiectiing telescope at the Mt. Wii- 
son observatory of the Carnegie In- 
stitution has been finished by G. W. 
Ritchey. 


* “Before the silver coat could be} 


applied the surface was made free 
from defects of any kind, jeweler’s 
rouge being used for the final pol- 
ishing. After it was ready for its 
silver bath several weeks ago, it 
Was not. tonclied again until the 
actual silvering was begun. 

The mirror is made from a single 
block of glass which was cast in 
France, the late John D. Hooker of 
Los Angles giving the money with 
which to pay for it. Because of the 
great thickness necessary it was dif- 
feult to procure. G. W. Ritchey 
then had charge of the grinding. 

Before applying the silver, which 
was deposited chemically, a rim of 
Greased “paper was wrapped around 
the glass and securely tied. The 
mirror is kept under an even tem- 

ratur@and will be the last thing to 
gas to the top of the moun- 


The giant tube for the telescope, 
which tg eleven feet in diameter and 


forty-five feet long, will be taken. 


up the mountain in a month or two. 
This tube is in four sections of more 
than eleven feet in length. It was 
so large that it could not be brought 
to Pasadena by train but was 
shipped by boat. Because of its 
size a part of the road up Mt. Wil- 
son had to be widened. The fol- 
lowing paragraph is from Dr. George 
E. Hale's book, “Ten Year's Work 
of a Mountain Observatory:” 

“According to a recent estimate 
of Chapman and Melotte, the heav- 
ens contain about. 219,000,000 stars 
that are brighter than the twentieth 
magnitude and which are within the 
range of the sixty-inch reflector on 
Mt. Wilson. With the use of the 
new 100-inch reflector it is expected 
to add nearly 100,000,000 still faint- 
er stars, many of them lying beyond 
the boundary of the universe as at 
present known.” 

According to information from Mt. 
Wilson, a great Dutch astronomer 


named Van der Bilt, will arrive here 


in September to make solar obser- 
vations. Gustav Stromberg, another 
astronomer working at the obser- 
‘vatory in Stockholm, Sweden, is 
already here working through’ the 
sixty-inch telescope, having received 
a grant from the Swedish govern- 
ment.

1—the Surgeon-General of the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice to be requested to notify State 
health officers of each State or 
province of anv person leaving an 
infected area destined for such 
State, giving name of person and 
date of leaving the infected area.

fice of persons holding tickets from 
infected points. Details of such re- 
port to be arranged by State health 
office with the various railway of- 
ficials. 

3—Railway companies to be re- 
quested to notify State health office 
of any sick person on any train 
entering the State. 

4—Sick persons to be treated ac- 
cording to the public health regula- 
tions of the State or province into 
which they come.

AN DIMAS, 16.—-The lemon 
growers of this district are go- 
ing to gather in $230,000 more 

for their lemons than was their net 
return last year. War and hot 
weather is whooping the price of 
citrus fruits, together with the ad- 
vertising that wag dope last year by 
the California Fruit Growers’ ¢x- 
change. 

At @Qhis time itlast year the San 
Dimas lemons were a drug on the 
eastern market and growers had the 
freight to pay. One man hauled 
4100 boxes of lemons to the pack- 
ing-house and received in payment 
the magnificent eum of $110 for the 
whole lot. This week the same kin 

of lemons, from the game trees, 
were sold in Pittsburgh for $5.45 a 
box. Today the price of lemons 
toyed around $6 a box in Cincinnati. 
In St. Louis they sold for an average 
of $4.50 a bex, and at Chicago the 
high mark was $5.10 a box. In 
Boston the average for a week was 
$3.90, but if the hot weather Keeps. 
up, the average will probably run 
to $4.75 a box next week. 

The San Dimas Lemon Associa- 
tion reports that its average selling 
price on all shipments since the 
first day of June has been $3.50 a 
box f.o.b. San Dimas. A year ago 
the lemons hung on the trees un- 
picked because they were not worth 
anything in the eastern markets, 

Fortunately this section of the 
country is rich in lemons and the 
marketing associations have been 
holding the crop back to bring the 
prices up. The San Dimas wers 
will net at least . $230,000 more 
than was their return last year, and 
the big association over at Upland 
figures that it will be at least $300,- 
000 better off this year on account 
of war and warm weather. The San 
Dimas district has already shipped 
500 cars of lemons and had anvther 
_ cars to go. 

INDIANS GOOD FARMERS.

BANNING, July 16.—The Indians 
of the many reservations in this sec- 
tion are proving that they are good 
farmers although it has always been 
said that the Indian could never 
make a success in agricultural 
work. The Indians of this juris- 
diction have just sold $10,000 worth 
of cattle, seed and other produce 
from their farms to the government, 

The overnment has purchased 
this from reimbursable funds in or- 
der to give the Indians a atart s0 
that they can further improve their 
lands. Most of the land is sadly in 
need of better irrigation facilities 
and the Indiaris are having a hard 
time getting enough water to the 
land to insure the crops each year. 

The Indian truck farmers of this 
section are making mote of a success 
in their work each year and raise 
some fine vegetables.

Rev. Chester Ferris, speaking at 
Park Congregational Church on the 
subject “The Feebleness of Denial 
and the Power of Belief,” based his 
remarks on the story of the blind 
man whose sight was restored by 
Jesus. He said, in part: 

“Much as we pity the blind, the 
mental condition of those who are 
dull to the realities of life is worse. 
Last year a blind girl startled the 
city, and was featured in the daily 
papers, by the sturdy declaration that 
she was giad to be bifhd. She as- 
sertead that its limitation had led her 
to a unique experience with Him 
who lightens the inner life—that it 
enatbied her to bear a convincing wit- 
ness to the power of the Savior to 
make the life within the sphere of 
freedom, happiness and power. 

“Bo when Jesus said, this man is 
blind that the glory of God may be 
manifested, he took occasion in heal- 
ing him to make that man an object 
lesson of the power of the divine 
He also disclosed the sharp 
and sad contrast in those who sail 
they see and yet are really blind, 
from him, whose eyes had been 
opened not only to light of sun but 


ship together. Such is the feebleness 
of Beside is the power of 
faith. 

“The -Pharisees, eloquently, . with 
profound knowledge, with much 
elaboration, proved to their satisfac- 
tion, that Jesus was an imposter and 
blasphemer and, denying, they 
missed the opportunity of opportu- 
nities, ‘seeing, they saw not.’ This 
poor féllow lying at the gate, in his 
great need, followed the flickering 
gieams of hope, received his sight; 
did not understand it, but was loyal 
to the facts. From his tiny faith he 
went on to more faith, even unto 
personal acquaintance with Christ 
and the world. The man who once 
had been blind, pressed on by his 
positive obedience to the truth. has 
become a witness that the millions 
have honored and cherished. There 
are moods and attitudes which make 
faith impossible; self-seeking, super- 
cillousness, cowardice. There are 
attitudes which inevitably lead to 
faith; honest search for truth, hun- 
ger for goodness, obedience to the 
light, the spirit of helpfulness.

WITHOUT ITS SCOPE, NOR Is IT AT 
ALL PARTIAL OR PROVINCIAL 

Rev. Cylde Shepard spoke yester- 
day at the Mt. Hollywood Congregca- 
tional Church on the subject “The 
Christian a World-Citizen.” He said, 

“The man who has not the world- 
reach is out of date. The trouble 
with Europe now is that it is living 
in another age. They have not passed 
the ideals of the feudal lords. They, 
have joyed with the sacred words, 
‘brotherhoo@ of man,” but never 
learned the meaning. Narrow, pro- 
vincial citizenship today bears fruit 
fn hideous enmity. 

“The bed-rock of truth, and of 
things as they should be in our 
hearts, was reached the other day 
when a French soldier gave his last 
ounce of life to save a wounded Ger- 
man, lying by his side. The French- 
man tore off his shirt, and with it 
staunched the flow of blood from 
the wounds of the enemy. Falling 
back exhausted, he died from his 
own wounds, but the man he had re- 
lieved was saved. When telling the 
story to his friends, the German sol- 
dier, giving his life to kill the 
French, said, ‘If I get to heaven, the 
first man I nt to meet is that 
Frenchman.’ 

“Christian love and sympathy 
reach around the .world. Men are 
trying to squeeze God down into their 
narrow bigotry. They endeavor ta 


mankind. They cry out not to. the 
father of all, but to some clannish 
God, partial to one group. And they 
will find that such a God will seem 
to be, as the early worshippers 
thought, impotent beyond the ‘con- 
fines of his own country. 

“Away with it! What think they? 
Is Jesus dead? Did he speak for 
naught? Can the Savior of human- 
ity be coaxed or threatened into big- 
otry, partiality and provincialism? 
Not so. His love embraces all. Noné 
are without its scope. The follower 
of Jesus is a world-citizen, with 
brothers and interests wherever 
there fs a human aspiration.” 


REV. SCOTT ANDERSON. 
SOUTH PARK CHRISTIAN. 


Rev. Scott Anderson, pastor of 
South Park Christian Church, spoke 
yesterday morning on “A New 
Declaration of Independence.” He 
said in part: 

“When in the course of religious 
experience it becomes necessary for 
a company of Christians to decline 
longer to affiliate with the nominal 
church in her usual activities, it is 
proper that they declare the causes 
that impel them to the separation.

“First, all men have burdens to 
bear.

Our personal dealings with 
God and the joy of sins forgiven 
are a part of the inmost soul's ex- 
perience. Second, mutual helpful- 
ness may be found elsewhere. In 
commercial circles we find it. A 
business man may help another fi- 
nancially in time of need. But, this 
is not generally disinterested help. 
In the lodge, men bind themselves 
together for mutual helpfulness, But, 
this is generally on the business 
pringple. To be helped, I must ex- 
tend* help. Life insurance compa- 
nies help men, but this is a purely 
business transaction. A man must 
pay his share into a common fund 
to be helped. In none of these do 
we find disinterested love. The 
helpfulness of whith we speak is 
found in the domestic circle. In- 
fancy and old age are cared for by 
the principle of love. 

“We are to help men bear moral 
weakness. Such weakness is to re- 
ceive Christian consideration. We 
should abhor sin and love the sin- 
ner. In church discipline, we need 
a loving heart and the patience 
and perseverance of a mother’s 
love. 

“There are many burdens these 
days upon the poor. There are 
heavy burdens created by selfish mo- 
nopoly. Prices of life’s necessities 
‘are arbitrarily raised simply for the 
sake of gain. The liquor traffic places 
heavy burdens upon the poor. If 
we are to be Christian we are to 
exert our influence against all sei- 
fish monopoly and the liquor traffic 
which is a tremendous weight upon 
the poor.”

TEMPLE BAPTIST CHURCH, 
GOD IN CHARACTER AND CONDUCT.

“I can understand how some tem- 
peraments go into ecstasies over th 
sublimits of Heht, and how others 
conceive the sea as God’s master- 
piece.. The gripping majesty of the 
mountains makes some ask , is there 

thi eater. 
God had created the light, 
and the sky, and the sea, and the 
mountains, and filled all the height, 
and depth, and length, and breadth 
with beauty, and life, he pronounced 
it all very good. But our text in- 
forms us that creation was not as 
yet complete. Nor could it be until 
there had been fashioned from the 
anvil of divne creation another thing 
with capacity and faculty transcend- 
ing all that had preceded it. And so 
‘God created man in his own image, 
and sent man forth to conquer. He 
conquered light and demonstrated 
his mastery of the sea The moun- 
tains challenged him and yet when

Here, of course, is 
the very dynamo of personality. and 
the cultivation of the will. as the 
motor of life, should be a central 
aim in all schemes of education and 
of religion. This is why we must 
view with suspicion all -theories 
which propose to make all study and 
effort a species of game. 

“There may be another recourse 
for those who are consciously weak 
and have not the spontaneous im- 
pulse to continual doing that comes 
from pent-up vitalities volcanically 
bursting into expression. A pfro- 
found sense of the responsibilities 
which forbid selfish indulgence may 
s0 arouse the spirit that subliminal

DR. LOCKE. 
FIRST M. E. CHURCH. 
NO WOMA NOUG “ 
THAT MANNISH OFFICE. : 

Dr. Charles Edward Locke at the 
First Methodist Episcopal Church 
last evening continued his question 
drawer. In answer to the question, 
“Will a woman ever be President?” 
he said in part: 

“I don’t think so! I know some 
hereditary titles have come to women 
in Europe, and it is said that Great 
Britain has never been more pros- 
perous than when her rulers were 
women, but in a republic like ours, 
the men are the soldiers and the 


railroad and bridge builders, and the 
servants of their age; and those who 
are chiefest are the greatest servants. 
A Mman can a President, or 
a statesman, or a financier, or a 
building, and be responding to the 
inherent qualities of his manliness, 
but a woman has a larger, a higher, 


sponsibility, and cannot do mannish 
things without interfering with the 
work which she only is capacitated 
and appointed by nature to do. 

“I believe in suffrage for women 
because it will not interfere with her 
duties as a woman and will enlarge 
her influence, because her voice of 
pleading in behalf of her home and 
her children will be more likely to 
be heard if she has the ballot, but 
women cannot hold public office 
without surrendering the place in 
the home which she is _ divinely 
capacitated to oecupy and which it 
is impossible for man to fill. 

“When a woman aspires for pub- 


jlic office and reaches it, as a rule 


she becomes coarse and ‘masculine. 
Masculinity in a man is most noble, 
but in a woman it is as graceless 
and offensive, as is femininity in a 
man. 

“Society does not need a- lot of 
women to affect men in dress, and 
attitude, and temperament. Society 
is not to be reformed by women be- 
coming like men, but by women, 
teaching their husbands and sons 
and brothers how to act like. men. 
There are no short cuts to highest 
efficiency in social matters. God has 
made woman the most powerful and 
persuasive factor in the social ad- 
vancement of the world, and woman 
must not Impatiently imagine that 
She can seize the reins of govern- 
ment and abandon the field where 
she paturally belongs, but by her 
high ideals she can train and con- 
trol the men who have been ap- 
pointed by nature and endowment 
to care for the hard task of protect- 
ing and providing for the nation and 
the home. 

“No woman great enough to be 
the President would ever aspire to 
or accept the office: and no woman 
ean enter the roll of legislator or 
executor in governmental affairs, 
either national or civic, without 


jeacrificing so much of her unique 


personality and position as to prac- 
tically neutralize her influence. She 
loses her factorship as a woman and 
does not reach. the factorship of the 
man.”

At the Plymouth Church the pas- 


tor, Dr. George A. Andrews,

“We may appropriately consider 
Gehazi, the. servant ofElisha.as the 
first grafter depicted in literature. In 
the narrative of his sin and its pun- 
ishment we have a complete descrip- 
tion of the process and the results 
of modern grafting. He coveted what 
was not his. He concocted a deceit- 
ful scheme to obtain what he cov- 
eted. And when he had accomplished’ 
his unholy desire by fraudulent 
means he was stricken by leprosy. 

“The graft of today is a by-prod- 
uct of the covetous desire to get 
something for nothing and ‘to get 
it quick’. Deception and trickery 
are.the tnevitable accompaniments 
of the evil, and the punishment of 
moral uncleanness and of soul disin- 
tegration is its sure end. 

“The financial grafters and the 
political grafters are not the only 
men who are following in the foot- 
steps of Gehazi, scheming to take 
something from others. There is a 
civie grafter—the citizen who tries 
to dodge the tax collector and to 
evade all civic responsibility, and 
who lives securely, happily, and it 
may be prosperously upon the re- 
wards of the faithful citizenship of 
others. There is a grafter on friend- 
ship. It is he who us his friends 
for stepping-stones and burden-bear- 
ers, and who seeks to make new 
friends only of those who may in 
some way be of service to himself. 

“There is an ecclesiastical grafter, 
whose name is legion. He takes to 
himself the profit of the increase of 
the valuation of his property due 
to the proximity of a church which 
somebody else supports. He sends 
his children gratis to a Sunday- 
school which somebody else pro- 
vides. And if he occasionally gives 
a littl money to the church,. he 
considers his ntribution an act 
of charity, and ‘Hats himself on the 
back for his large-hearted gener- 
osity.

Priscilla Kimmis, 16 years old, 
who, when 13, became distinctive 
in police records as a facile and 
prolific prevaricator, is now sought 
by the police here at the request of 
the Sheriff at Phoenix, Ariz. She 
is wanted in connection 
Scandal in the Y.M.C.A. there. 

Her introduction to the police 
here came when her father and 
mother were arrested as habitual 
morphine users. Their slavery to 
drugs made it impossible for them 
to earn money, and they would forge 
checks for Priscilla, an unusually 
attractive girl, to pass in the down- 
town stores.

SHOOTING OIL WELLS. 


Good Results Obtained by the Use 
of Dynamite for Increasing 
Production in the Santa 
Maria, Field; Report of 

Development, 


The last weekly oi] news bulletin 
of ae State Mining Bureau says, in 


Proposed oi] field operations as 
reported to the State Mining Bureau 
for the week ending the 8th inst. 
show thirteen new wells started, 
making a total of 380 since the first 
of the year. Nineteen wells were 
reported for water shtit-off, ten for 
deepening or redrilling and six for 
abandonment. 

The shooting of wells with dyna- 
mite, which the Bureau has recom. 
mended as an experiment with a 
view of increasing production from 
the shale in the Santa Maria _ field, 
is giving encouraging results on the 
Western Union property, where well 
No. 4 was , shot. Strings of tor- 
pedoes fifty feet long and carrying 
300 pounds of gelatin were used. Six 
such shots were set off. The well 
was dry before shooting and during 
the subsequent cleaning out and in- 
termittent pumping is said to have 
produced from fifty to seventy- 
five barrels cf oil per day. It is 
planned to try to experiment at sev- 
eral other wells. The Santa Maria 
field is one of the very few in Cali- 
fornia where the ground stands up 
well enough to require or even per- 
mit shooting. 

Recent deepening of a well sit- 
uated in the southwestern portion, 
of the old Santa Maria field hase 
proved the productiveness of the 
third sand, several thousand barrels 
per day of 24 gravity oil being ob- 
tained. The geological investigations 
made by the bureau indicate a 
strong possibility that neighboring 
properties may also be made more 
productive and developed in accord- 
ance with the facts brought out by 
such study. 

An indication of the opinion held 
among oil operators, of the value of 
the protection afforded them by the 
work of the State Mining Bureau, is 
shown by the fact that eighty-three 
had paid their assessments amount- 
ing to $4560 on the 3rd inst. This 
was the first day the payments be- 
came due and some six weeks be- 
fore delinquency. 


Heals Wounds Quickly. 

[Indianapolis News:}) The use of 
hypochlorite - of soda for washing 
soldiers’ wounds, commonly known 
as the new Carrell treatment, is 
proving of inestimable value in the 
French army in reducing the period 
of convalescence for the wounded 
men. The main feature of the bene- 
fit lies in the quickness with which 
the wounds start healing, making it 
possible to draw their edges together 
much sooner with stitches or adhe- 
sive bandages. It is said that by 
using the Carrell treatment the time

LARGE WATER DEAL. 


Los Angeles Syndicate Buys Number 
of Works Serving Mine 
About Oatman and is to 
Begin Operations on 
August First. 


A Los Angeles syndicate headed 
by W. H. Wise has just purchased 
a number of waterworks in Arizona, 
near the Oatman mines, the deal 
involving an expendifure of over 
$300,000. . The several units pur- 
chased are the Mazona Waterworks, 
the Lexington-Arizona Waterworks, 
the Union pipe line and the Big Jim 
water supply. 

The new syndicate will control 
the waterworks systems of Oatman, 
Mazona and Old Trails. It is to be 
called the Oatman Water and Sewer 
‘ompany. Operation will be started 
August 1, the company having ob- 
tained a legal permit. Water will 
be obtained from the Big Jim mine 
until a supply can be pumped from 
the Colorado River, eleven miles dis- 
tant from Oatman. 

The Orion mill, which ts $ched- 
uled to start operations in about six- 
ty days, has contracted for a sup- 
ply of water from the company. This 
mill will do custom work for the 
entire Oatman district. The officers 
of the new corporation are: W. H. 
Wise, Los Angeles, president; V. 8. 
Rowley, Los Angeles, vice-president, 
and F. F. Brush, Oatman, secretary.

“Government Aid to Merchant Shipping.” 
by Special Agent Grosvenor M. Jones, deal- 
ing with the many methods employed by 
foreign nations to encourage the growth 
= thelr merchant marine. Now is the time 
to sit up and take notice. : 

of the commonest ways of extend- 

ing encouragement to shipping through 
legislation is the policy of restricting the 
privilege of coast trade or of trade between 
eny national ports to vessels flying the na- 
tional flag. Among other nations this 
rule is enforced by the United States, 
France, Italy, Austria-Hungary, Spain, Bel- 


: gium, Russia and Japan. Applying this re- 


striction at first only to trade between 
Russian ports on the same sea, in 1897 the 
Czar extended this policy te trade between 
all ports of the empire. Japan first put 
the restriction into effect in 1919. How- 
ever, except the United States, no coun- 
try has for many years required that ships 


| shall be built within the country in order 


to be granted the privilege of flying the 
national! 
ieges have been allowed foreign-built ships- 
Since 1850. More than 750,000 tons of 
American shipping was transferred to the 
British flag in order to escape destruction 
during the Civil War at the hands of the 
Confederate cruisers fitted out in British 
ports, 

Loans to ship owners at low rates or 
without interest were begun by Austria. 
In 1903 the British government loaned the 
Cunard Steamship Company $12,652,000 to 
build two steamers suitable for Admiralty 
use in time of war and to be the fastest 
vesseis afloat. Under this agreement the 
Mauretania and the Lusitania were built. 
The interest was 2% per cent., or 2 per 
cent. less than the market rate. 

In view of the action of the Wilson ad- 
ministration in forcing the repeal of the 
act exempting American coastwise ship- 
ping from the payment of Panama Canal 
tolis it is interesting to note how wide- 
spread is the policy of aiding sea trade by 
reimbursement from the national treas- 
uries of all canal tolls. Refund of Suez 
Canal tolls was instituted by Russia in 
1879, and from that date down to 1906 
about $4,400,000 has been paid out for this 
purpose by the Czar’s government. The 
full amount of Suez tolls is repaid to Rus- 
sian steamers bound from any Russian port 
in the Orient, and two-thirds the amount of 
such tolis to Russian steamships sailing 
from ports of the Indian Ocean or from 
any non-Russian port on the Pacific. Aus- 
tria refunds Suez tolls to the steamers of 
the Austrian Lioyd. Sweden has con- 
tracted to refund Suez tolls to the Swedish 
East Asiatic Company as follows: Sixty 
per cent. during 1915, 55 per cent. during 
1916, and 50 per cent. during 1917. France 
refunds Suéz tolls. to the Compagnie des 
Messageries, and Italy repays Corinto 
Canal dues to the Societe Nazionale di 
Servizi Marittimi. 

By granting lower freight rates over the 
government railroads to goods imported 
or exported by ships of certain companies 
both France and Germany have aided the 
shipping interests. 

Exemption from taxation is practiced by 
several American States. In New York 
American-owned ps registered at any 
port in the State and engaged ih foreign 
trade are exempt from State and local tax- 
ation, rporations owning such vessels 
are ex from taxation on thelr stock, 
franchises and earnings until December 21, 
1922. Alabama has likewise exempted 
from taxation vessels engaged in foreign 
trade. Washington has freed from taxes 
ships employed in both*foreign and domes- 
tic trade. Austria-Hungary is about the 
only foreign country that has followed this 
policy. 

Postal subventions are almost universal. 
The first example of such payment was by 
Great Britain in 1838, the United States and 
France following suit in 1847 and 1851 re- 
spectively. Germany made her first postal 
contract in 1886, with the North German 
Lioyd. Fast mail service, quick colonial 
communications and the building of vessels 
suitable for use as auxiliary cruisers and 
transports in time of war are the objects 
sought and attained. Sometimes by .con- 
fining such subventions to home-built ships 
it is also sought to establish a national 
shipbuilding industry. With two important 


s exceptions, all British subsidies have been 


paid under postal contracts. The largest 
of the German shipping companies, the 
Hamburg-American, has regeived limited 
financial assistance from the imperial gov- 
ernment. 

Direct general bounties or subsidies to 
shipping were begun by France in 1881. 
This plan has beeh copied by Italy, Austria- 
Hungary, Spain and Japan. In the report 
Mr. Jones says that except in the case of 
Japan, however, the results have not been 
generally sqtisfactory. Japanese shipping 
has wn phenomenally—more rapidly 
than that of any other nation during the 
last thirty-five years—but thjs has been 
due largely to the immense industrial ex- 
pansion of Japan. 

Special opportunities for the development 
of American shipping are now in_ sight. 
One is in the privilege now extended to 
American owners of foreign-built ships to 
place them under American registry. An- 
other opening is found in the demand for 
coal en the west coast of South America, 
which.can now be better supplied from the 
United States than, as in the past, from 
Australia or Wales. . Ships delivering this 
coal can return with cargoes of nitrate 


l-from Chile, copper from American-owned 


mines and smelters in Chile and Peru, tin 


ore from American-owned mines in Bolivia, 


or fron ore from Am@rican-pwned mines in 
Chile.

M IN DEMAND. 

Figures compiled by the Maritime Ga- 
zette prove that the allies, no less than the 
Germans, are facing a serious crisis in 
overseas commerce through the rapid de- 
c in the tonnage of merchantmen 
available for general"trading. Over 15,000,- 


000 tons of active ships have been with-" 


drawn from the world’s overseas commerce 
in the last two years, some of it being tied 
ap in neutral ports, some having been com- 
mandeered for military purposes and some 
of it destroyed. 

The allies, in spite of commadding the 
water lanes, are feeling the pinch. To ship 
a fon of coal from Cardiff to Marseilles 
costs ten times as much as it did before 
the war started. This is an extreme in- 
stance. But all ocean freight has gone so 
high that no one who can borrow the money 
but can*afford to build a ship, provided he 
can do it as quickly as such work is now 
done in Germany. 


Insurance certainly is high; seamen’s 


‘wages soar; feeding a crew is a big item. 


Moreover, between America and England or 
France cargoes all move from west to east; 
there is little or nothing to pick up for the 
return voyage. But under all these, disad- 
vantages, with the risk of detention or de- 
struction added, greater profits can be 
made from ocean shipping than from the 
manufacture of munitions of war. Be- 
sides, a ship will not be scrapped wher 
peace is restored, as much of the munitions 
machinery will have to be. 

South America is demanding vessels to 
move her products. Industry there is ac- 
tually stagnating from the absence of trans- 
portation. Ocean shipping between the 
United States and South America entails 
no excessive insurance rates, no war risks, 
and cargoes are insured both going and 


coming. 

A grave situation already exists in Eu- 
rope from a ship famine on the Atlantic. 
Should the war be prolonged another 
twelve months the United States, too, will 
suffer through a record-breaking cargo con- 
gestion. Meanwhile, by this time we might 
have had our own merchant marine re 
established on the seven seas, not to be 
displaced again from the waters of the 
ocean after international trading has been 
restored to more nearly normal channels.

HOUSEHOLD. 
Senator Reed Smoot 


of Utah is mak- 
ing an earnest and persistent effort for an 
increased annual appropriation for agri- 


cultural experiment statioris to be used in 


researches and experiments in home eco- 
nomics and regulating the expenditures 
thereof. The Senator stated that his pur- 
pese in proposing this legislation is to bet-

The education of the youth of the nation 
has been greatly extended since the days 
when even New Englanders questioned 
whether the State should provide for teach- 
ing in. the public schools anything more

girls in all branches is deemed as necessary 
as that of our boys. Sixty years ago the 
poet Longfellow wrote of woman: 

“The world of the affections is her world, 
Not that of man’s ambition. In that stillness 
That most becomes a woman, calm and holy, 
She sitteth by the fireside of the heart, 

feeding its flame.” 

That was beautiful as poetry, but it 
wasn't true. Woman did not then nor 
“sit by the fireside of the 
heart,” all of the time. She stands by the 
cook stove and the froning board part of 
the time, and she is not especially still 
about it, either, 

Woman performs a higher social duty 
than man. As wife and mother she is 
above all else a home-maker, and is it not 
fitting that the, state, which educates man 
to wrestle with men as a bread winner, 
should educate woman for her especial 
sphere? 

Senator Smoot in an-able speech in ad- 
vocacy of his bill for an increased annual 
appropriation to teach -home economics in 
agricultural experimeyt stations, says: 
“Such an education means to a nation bet- 
ter citizenship, unquestioned loyalty, and 
temporal development. To the individual 
it means increased chances in obtaining 
positions of responsibility and power, se!f- 
independence; a broader view and concep- 
tion of life; loftier ideals; greater useful- 
ness to one’s self; and greater appreciation 
for the wonders and beauties of nature. 
No school, college, or university that falls 
to fit the individual for the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of life; that fails to teach 
morality, thrift and industry can, in my 
opinion, be classed as successful.

Portland Oregonian:] The threat |

of strike on practically all the 
railroads of the United States is 
renewed. The brotherhoods of em- 
ployes are to vote on the question 
whether their officers shall be an- 
thorized to call a strike in case their 
demands are refused. The railroad 
companies are willing to submit the 
points in dispute to arbitration un- 
der the Newlands act. The brother- 
hoods show a decided aversion to 
arbitration; a union meeting of 
their members at Boston on October 
31, 1915, resolved “that we will never 
again submit to arbitration.” 

In taking this attitude the 
brotherhoods ignore the rights of 
the third and most important party 
to the controversy—the public. 
Should a strike occur, the public 
would suffer most. Travel would 
be interrupted, much business des- 
troyed and some communities would 
endure positive privation. Through 
a great majority of the newspapers 
and through the United States 
Chamber of Commerce the public 
has demanded that the entire dis- 
pute between the railroads and 
their employes be arbitrated. This 
demand should be heeded, for any 
addition made to ‘operating ex- 
penses of the railroads must be paid 
by the public. The railroads are 
only now getting into a position 
where they can obtain the capital 


to make improvements and exten-— 


sions which should have been made 
years ago.: If their operating ex- 
penses should be increased, they 
would demand higher rates, which 
the public would pay. Any increase 
in wages would come from the 
public -pocket. 


The railroad companies say the 


employes’ demands mean an in- 
crease of $100,000,000 a year in 
wages. The employes deny this 
and say they demand only an 


eighthour day and payment for 


overtime at the rate of time and 
a half. The nature of the demands 
proves the companies’ statement to 
be correct as to fact, whatever may 
be the amount of the increase. The 
employes demand payment on the 
basis: of an eight-hour day on 0 
miles, while they are now paid on 
the basis of ten hours or 100 miles. 
The day’s work would not be re- 
duced, and the employes do not ask 
or desire that it be reduced; they 
simply wish to begin drawing over- 
time after having worked eight 
hours instead of after having work- 
ed ten hours. That is an increase 
of 25 per cent. in wages. They 


also demand one and a half times 


the proportionate rate for overtime. 
At that rate a man who now re- 


| ceives $5 for ten hours would get 


$5 for eight hours, or at a rate of 
62% cents an hour. He would still 
work ten hours, but for the last 
two hours he would be paid at the 
rate of 93% cents an hour. He 
would therefore get $6.87% for 
the same work for which he now 
receives $5. For overtime beyond 
ten hours he now geis 50 cents; 
he would then get 93% cents. That 
the employes really want the ad- 
ditional pay, not the shorter work- 
day, was demonstrated by their 
silence when the  Railway-Age 
Gazette asked them whether they 
would favor reduction of the train 
schedules to an eight-hour basis 
with abolition of the mileage basis. 

Then the employes’ demands do 
involve an 
which the public must ultimately 
pay, either in higher rates or in 
poor service, and in lack of im- 
provements and of new roads. Re- 
fusal of arbitration and insistence 
on these demands under threat to 
strike is therefore a hold-up of the 
American people. The  brother- 
hoods refuse to submit the justice 
of their demands to judicial de- 
cision; they say to the people: 
“Pay what we ask or we will tie 
up your business.”

HE state of mind of France is 

hope. There may be a few 

pessimists here and _ there, 
people who imagine that beating 
Germany is an insuperable task. 
But they are few indeed. The mass 
of civilians delieve in crushing vic- 
tory; the army regards the breaking 
of the German lines as a possibility 
of tomorrow; the military experts— 
among them the cool-headed and ac- 
complished writer who contributes 
to the Debats—express their belief 
in an early victory. 

It is necessary to state clearly 
‘what the cultivated French mean 
when they speak of a victory over 
Germany. It is nothing more and 
nothing less than the defeat of the 
great German plan known as the 
Pan-German ideal. If this plan had 
been more generally known. before 
the war France, and especially Eng- 
land, would have been better pre- 
pared against a German attack and 
there might have been no war at all. 

When the defeat of France en- 
abled Prussia to gratify her ambi- 
tions and the King of Prussia be- 
came the Emperor of what in mod- 
ern parlance was henceforward 
called Germany, the great object of 
the empire became economic expan- 
sion. Germany -acquired colonies, 
but her commercial success was not 
attached to her colonial develop- 
ment. This can be seen in many 
countries where the German flag has 
no right to wave, in South America, 
in China, in Africa, above all, in the 
Turkish possessions. The moment 
Turkey accepted German influence 
from Hamburg to the Persian Sea a 
broad, continuous strip marked the 
region where German trade reigned 


-road was almost a matter of course. 

The presence in the strip on the 
map of hostile principalities were 
the obstacies to be surmounted. 
These were, in Austria, the numer- 
ous people—Tcheks, Poles, Slavs, 
etc.—who regard Austrians as their 
tyrants, and, in the Balkans, Serbia, 
whose reasons for hating Austria 
must now be pretty clear to every- 
body. If these obstacles could have 
been removed German influence 
would have been complete from the 
North’ Sea to the Persian Sea. 
_Neifher Russia nor England would 
“have been strong enough to take the 
risks of a war, and North France 
with mineral wealth and the rich 
French colonies would have soon 
been added to the colossal empire. 

This was the German plan. The 
allied plan, clearer at present to 
eyery cultivated Frenchman, con- 
sists in thwarting such threatening 
developments; by the liberation of 
all the Poles, Slavs, Tcheks, Croa- 
tions, Serbians, Roumanians, Alsa- 
cians, aines, etc., who hate the 
Germdn or Austrian yoke3, by the 
liberation of the nations still held in 
Turkish bondage: by the complete 
independence from German-speaking 
nations of the. Balkan peoples. 

The hope of fhe French is that the 
offensive now in progress will be 
successful enough to drive the Ger- 
mans out of France and Belgium as 
far as the Meuse and the Rhihe. 
When that much is accomplished 
the allies can afford to wait. Every 
week that it lasts sees the indus- 
trial transformation of Russia and 
the substitution of British or French 
for German commerce. We do not 
want the dismemberment of the Ger- 
man empire, but we are prepared to 
wait, were it for years, until the 
Germans and Austrians will make 
up their minds to satisfy justice and 
at the same time to giye peace back 
to Europe by setting free peoples 
they only keep subjected by the 
right of the sword.

BIG OIL COMPANIES 
EUROPE FORGING AHEAD 


Dividends in All Cases Equal to Those Paid Before the — 
War; in Most Cases More—Increase in Demands and 
Disarrangement of Trade Relations are Among Leading 
Causes of Prosperous Condition. | 


F ations, the great oil companies 
of Europe are profiting enor- 
mously. Their dividends are equal 
in all cases to those paid before the 
outbreak of hostilities and quite gen- 
rally they are in excess thereof. 
The war has given a tremendous 
impetus to the petroleum industry. 
Oil fuel in the British navy and 
land transportation by motor power 
furnished by products of the refin- 
ery have resulted in a demand with 
which all the big companies are 
struggling to keep pace. 
The Shell Trading and Transport 


Company, the great British corpora- 
tion, operating in conjunction with 
the Royal Dutch Petroleum, in all 
oil producing countties of the world, 
has just. closed is dividend pay- 
ments from the profits of 1915, and 
the total is 35 per cent., the same 
as for 1914. Owing to the difficul- 
ties of War communication with some 
of the fields of operation the annual 
meeting in London and the presen- 
tation of the financial statement for 
the year have been indefinitely post- 
poned.

MEXICAN EAGLE. 


Two dividends of 8 per cent., 
amounting te $2,000,000 American 
money each, have just been paid by 
the Mexican Kagle Oil Compamy 
on both preferred and common 
stock. These are for the fiscal years 
1913-1914 and 1914-1915, respective- 
ly. The double payment is due to 
the fact that, owing to disturbed 
conditions in Mexico, it was impos- 
sible to get reports and to hold the 
The com- 
pany is a Mexican corporation, but 
is owned chiefly in Great Britain, 
and it supplies vast quantities of fuel 
oll to the British navy. It also re- 
fines Mexican oil and sells large 
quantities of gasoline and lubricants 
in Great Britain. It holds vast ex- 
clusive ofl concessions on Mexican 
government lands, obtained from 
President Dias. A dividend of § 
per cent. was also paid some time 
since by the Mexican Eagle Trans- 
port Company, the shipping 
department of the same interests. 

BURMA PAYS. 

The Burma Oi] Company, the 
Scotch cerpe~“tion that controls the 
preduction ot the Burma fields, 
from which the Standard was ousted 
some years ago by the British gov- 
ernment, has paid its final dividends 
from, the earnings of 1915, and they 
aggregate $2,764,200. After allow- 
ing for depreciation, income tax and 
all reserves, the profits for the 
yeor were $6,783,216. This big 
profit was made net despite the fact 
that the income tax was £136,000 
against {£50,000 the year before. 
Besides other expenses, the company 
subscribed £100,000 to the last Brit- 
ish war loan, £50,000 to the French 
and £25,000 to the Russian war loans. 
The company reports a heavy in- 
crease in costs, owing to the higher 
price of materials. Approximately 
$330,000 was spent during the year 
for additional tatikage, ships, etc. 
Besides its work in Burma, the 
company is carrying on extensive 
prospecting in Trinidad. 


SCOTCH SHALE OPERATIONS. 


| Prosperity has been the lot of:the 
Scotch shale oll companies during 
the past two years. For instance, for 
the fiscal year, 1915 to 1916, the 
Prumpherston Oil Company paid 
dividends amounting to 25 per cent. 
against 10 per cent. the previous 
year. This was paid after the com- 
pany had expended $50,000 for new 
cottages for its employees, $25,000 
for a new plant, had set aside $100,- 
000 for further improyements, re- 
served $50,000 for gendral use and 
written $75,000 for epreciation. 
After all this, $85,000 in cash was 
a forward to the next fiscal 
ar. 


The Oakburn Oil Company, an- 
other Scotch operator, raised its divi- 
dends from nothing in 1914-1915 
to 10 per cent. in 1915-1916. Its 
profits aggregated $200,000, against 
$115,000 the fiscal year before. Dur- 
ing the fast year the company took 
extensive developed properties from 
the Dalmeny Oil Company and also 
began the exploitation of shale beds 
extending under the bed of the ocean. 
For this work permission had to be 
obtained from the Crown. While 
coal and other mines tn Great Britain 
have been worked under the sea, this 
is the first time oil shales have been 
so tapped. 

The sub-ocean shales are said to 
be very rich.

paid 7 1-2 per cent. for the last 
fiscal year against nothing the one 
before. Its profits aggregated $270,- 
000, against $150,000 the previous 
year. 

During the fiscal year the Scotch 
shale companies paid the railroads 
about $1,000,000 in freight charges. 
The price of all their products has 
risen greatly, owing to the complete 
stoppage of Austrian, Rumanian and 
Russian imports, Sulphate of am- 
monia is a leading shale oil product 
that is much higher; so- is paraf- 
fin- wax. Gasoline, or petrol, is worth 
60 cents a gallon in Great Britain. 

The extent of the Scotch shale 
industry is taken to indicate what 
can be done with the much greater 


deposits of oil shale found in the 
United States, whenever the demands 
of the market justify eir exploi- 


tation. A company was formed last 
year to prospect the shale beds of 
Utah and Colorado. In New Bruns- 
wick, Can., and Newfoundland there 
are also large shale beds to which 
attention has recently been directed. 


RUSSIA AND RUMANIA. 


The complete stoppage of all ex- 
ports of oil from Russia and, except 
to Austria, Germany and Bulgaria, 
of such exports from Rumania, has 
not crippled the industry. Noebel 
Bros., the biggest Rusian operat- 
ing company, has just paid big divi- 
dends, and the Steuana Romana, con- 
troiled largely by the Deutsche Bank 
of Berlin, and operating in Ru- 
mania, reports a prosperous year, 

In Russia crude oil is worth as 
high as $3 per barrel at the wells 
at Baku and Maikop. Fuel ofl, al- 
ways in demand in Russia, on ac- 
count of the climate, sells at pro- 
portionate prices, notwithstanding 
the fact that the government has 
maximum rates, beyond which a 
company charges at its peril. Mili- 
itary operations have called for enor- 
mous supplies of gasoline and low- 
grade motor fuels alike. On the 
Volga River large benzol and toluol 
factories have been founded to make 
these materials from oil for the gov- 
ernment munitions department, Ex- 
tensive machine shops in the flelds 
around Baku have been transformed 
intO munitions and gun factories. 

Farly in the war the Rumanian 
government, sympaghizing with 
the Entente allies and finding Aus- 
tria-Hungary and Germany the only 
accessible markets, forbade the ex- 
port of any oil products. However, 
diplomatic pressure of Berlin and 
Vienna and political pressure of the 
oll companies proved too strong, 
and after the German victories over 
the Russians, the embargo was lifted. 
Since then millions of gallons of all 
oil products have gone by train- 
loads into Austria-Hungary and 
Germany. The charge has been made 
in Britain that British companies 
operating in Rumania have particli- 
pated in this trade, and agitators 
have several times demanded inves- 


tigation and prosecution, but noth-|-: 


ing has been proved and British au- 
thorities have taken no action. — 
The price of oils has gone up in 
Rumania and the government has 
been considering the féasibility of 
taking over the country’s petroteum 
industry as a monopoly of the crown. 
GERMAN PETROLEUM COMPANY. 


But few companies can show a 
better record of comparative pros- 
perity than the German Petroleum 
Company, which has just paid a 20 
per .cent. dividend, aggregating 
6,150,000 marks (approximately 
$1,476,000.) against 1,277,777 marks 
(about $286,666.48) the year just 
before the war, The profits for the 
year were 30,000,000 marks against 
9,200,000, the previous year. These 
profits were in the face of a write- 
off of 2,360,000 marks, against 850,- 
960 the previous year, to cover the 
cost of new stations installed to 
meet war demands, many of which 
will probably not be needed in time 
of peace. The surplus for the year 
exceeded 12,000,600 marks, against 
6,541,982 the year before. With all 
this the company subscribed 12,- 
000,000 marks to the last German 
war loans, in addition to previous 
subscriptions to similar loans, as 
well as aid to Austrian, Turkish 
and Bulgarian war demands. 

The German Petroleum Company 
gets its oil chiefly from the Galician 
fields in Austrian. Its great prosper- 
ity is due both to increased demands 
calised by the war and to the com- 
plete exclusion of American, Ortl- 
ental and Russian of! from the, Ger- 
man and Austrian markets. cane 

A movement has: been started to 
prospect thoroughly all national ter- 
ritory that gives promise of oil pro- 
duction. At present a little oil is 
found in Hanover and Alsace, the 
output of which fields has been 
slightly increased. German capital) 
has recently obtained large ex- 
clusive of] concessions in Hungap~ 
and in Mesopotamia.

BLACK RUST IN 
NORTHWEST. 


the Wheat Market, 


Trouble may Spread; Present 
Stocks are Large. 


With Prospects of a Liberal 
Demand from Abroad.

CHICAGO > BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, July 16.—Three important 
factors confront the wheat trade. 

There ig black rust in the North- 
west. With hot, muggy weather the 
rust might spread and result in seri- 
ous crop losses, as in 1904 and 1912, 
particularly in the former year, 

The trade is on the eve of a move- 
ment of new winter wheat and has 


mand because of the excellent qual- 
ity and condition of the new crop. 
What effect the movement will have 
on values depends largely upon the 
dispositiog of the farmer to sell and 
the readiness with which foreigners 
absorb the offerings, | 

Should anything . happen to cut 
down the spring wheat crop ma- 
terially, with the moderate winter 
wheat yield as compared. with re- 
cent years, there would be a cur- 
tailment in export. possibilities, It 
would mean, higher prices, as the 
close of the world’s sup- 
plies to requirements this 
cannot be ignored. 

Consuming countries of Europe 
will need as much wheat as last sea- 
son. Supplies are widely scattered 
and the question of ocean tonnage 
and cash premiums is the most im- 
portant factor. 

An advance in ocean rates and 
premiums on cash wheat at the gulf 
ports last week curtailed export buy- 
ing at the last and predictions of a’ 
larger movement of winter wheat 
tended to reduce the effectiveness of 
the black rust scare as a bull card 
for a few days, but the rust report 
dominated at the close and made a 
big bulge. 

FREE MOVEMENT ON. 


Cash handlers in the Southwest 
predict that inside of ten days there 
will be a free movement of new 
wheat. Nebraska is offering wheat 
for five and ten-day shipment, and 
it is only natural to expect there 
will be a liberal movement, as there 
always is under favorable weather 
and crop conditions. There is also 
an unusvally free movement of old 
wheat, which has been held back 
for higher prices, but with the new 
erop on some selling has been 
necessary. 

The new crop movement Starts 
with the visible supply of over 41,- 
000,000 bushels, the largest at this 
time in years. Millers’ stocks, how- 
ever, are regarded as small, and are 
being replenished from the first run 
of new wheat. Until they have se- 
cured sufficient, supply deliveries at 
primary markets are not expected to | 
be burdensome. Flour trade has 
improved, and while local miliers 
have little flour sold ahead, large 
sales have been made in the South- 
west, which will require a great deal 
of wheat to fill. 

Export purchases of winter wheat 
at the Gulf were large last week and 
Manitobas also continue to be taken 
fairly. . Foreign news is so erratic 
that it. upsets trade -frequently. A 
week ago it was announced that re- 
serves held by the British commis- 
sion would be kept intact. Now the 
announcement comes that they are 
to be sold in part. With the foreign 
governments doing the buying there 
is little competition among buyers, 
and the reverse among sellers. 


VALUES IN LINE, 


Taking the wheat situation in An, 
considering the world’s supplies and 
crops this season, wheat values are 
not out of line. The war is still on, 
although peace developments are to 
be expected at any time. A large 
part of the war’s inflation In values, 
however, has been eliminated by the 
recent decline, 
Present prices do not afford the 
wheat grower in the United States 
and Canada a big profit. There is 
wheat enough in the world to go 
around, but no burdensome surplus, 
and supplies might easily be cur- 
}tailed by unfavorable harvest condi- 
tions, especially in the Northwest.

Great River has Fallen into Dowly 


Estate Stnce 

{Kansas City Journal:] The great 
Tigris, upon whose banks there 
flourishei the magnificent city of 
Lagash and the great BabyMnian 
empire more than 3000 years before 
omg Ghristian era, today has fallen 
to such lowly estate that even the 
Turks and Arabs, whom it sustains, 
scorn to do it honor. Almost con- 
temptuously they have given it the 
sobriquet “the eheay cameleer, be- 
cause it is used by the natives of its 
upper reaches fo bring down rafts 
or kelleks fr Diarbekr to Bag- 
dad, where the wood is sold, while 
the inflated skins, used as floats, are 
defiated and back to ‘the 

ill coun y caravan. } 

Mesopotamia, the Tigris, which is 
traversed by smal] boats fop a dis- 
tance nearly four times as /great as 
the navigable reaches of the Hudson 
River, flows past many ruins, which 
have proved an almost inexhaustible 
mine of information for archeolog- 
ists. Opposite Monsul, from which 
we have derived the word muslin, 
applied to the fabric first imported 
into Europe from this town in the 
twelfth century, there are to be 
found the extensive remains of what 
was once haughty Nineveh, ever as- 
sociated in the popular mind with 
the Biblical account of Jonah, the 
great fish and the gourd vine. 

Sixty miles down the river from 
Nineveh, which was the last capital 
of Assyria, there squats the mean lit- 
tle Arab village of Kallat-Shergat, on 
the buried ruins of Assur, the first 
great city of the Assyrian empire. 
It was in honor of their good Assur 
that high priests founded the. city 
of the same name. These priestly 
builders and administrators were at 
first under the suzerainty of Baby- 
lonia, but when that empire fell into 
decay, they succeeded in establish- 
ing themselves as independent kings, 
founding a dynasty which held ruth- 
less sway over this section of th 
world for centuries. “

ATMOSPHERE OF BEAUTY 


RICH STAGING LIGHTS. NEW PLAY 
AT MOROSCO. 


By Henry Ohristeen Warnack. 
Robert Milton’s stage settings re- 
mind one of the plumage of some 
bright bird preening itself in the 
sun. They are like snowy swans 
bending their lovely neclgs above sil- 
ver lakes that mirror a late morning 
moon. 
We are having a second example of 
this master craftsman’s handi- 
work at the Morosco Theater this 
week in the. second act of a badly 
named and airy little fantasy called 
“Servant-Master-Lover.”’ Nothing 
could be more delicate than the color 
tones of Mr. Milton's. conception. 
There is a harmony here which 
might be set to music. It sug- 
gests the exquisite orderliness of the 
mind that. sees clearly. 
The joy of Milton’s method is that 
he causes his dreams to appear. 
What he sees for himself he visual- 
izes for us all. 
There is a line where the hest that 
is in ourselves contacts with the 
world that is outside of ourselves. 
This is the line of creation and on 
this line every beautiful thing be- 
comes visible and tangible. Most of 
our finest ideas slip back just hbe- 
fore reaching that point. Mr. Mil- 
ton brings his best thoughts across 
this line and makes them shining 
realities. This application of the 
thought to the deed is the great proof 
of mastery. 

« FRAGILE IDBA., 

As for “Servant-Master-Lover.” the 
idea is too fragile to be play-stuff. 
It is either of two things, and I am 
inclined to think that {it is both. 
It is a delightful short story idea. 
and it is possible that the second act 
holds enough of the objective to 
make it acceptable as a Vaudeville 
sketch of thirty minutes, provi.Jing 
the tempo be accelerated, the lines 
brightened and the dainty plot ex- 
plained. 

As it stands, one waits through the 
first act without having the slightest 
notion as to what it is all about, and 
at the end of the third act, one feels 
that somebody has made a mistake. 
For, while the plot finally unravels 
itself, it has very little of the plaus- 
ible to reveal. 

Really there is nothing to this 
playlet except that a little girl on 
the verge of womanhood has found 
a novel which tells about a man 
who is servant, master and lover. 
The author of the novel kidnape the 
little girl and reveals himself to her 
as all three. 

In order to present us with this 
dainty concépt in one act, John 
Howard Lawson, its young author,

A New Locomotive, . 

{Knickerbocker Press: } An- 
nouncement that the Delaware and 
Hudson Company will exhibit at a 
railway convention in Atlantic City 
a monster locomotive, weighing 
293,000 pounds, which burns pow- 
dered coal, long a waste product, re- 
call that this company imported the 
first steam locomotive ever placed 
on the rails in America. That was 
the Stourbridge Lion, which made 
its trial trip on the Delaware and 
Hudson line between Carbondale and 
Seeleyville, Pa., on August 8. 1829, 
thus antedating by two years the 
first trip of the De Witt Clinton from 
Albany to Schenectady. 
The Stourbridge Lion, recon- 
structed from the original materials, 
reposes in the National Museum at 
Washington. The new giant is far 
too large to be thus accommodated, 
but it is worthy of as much admira- 
tion as anything the museum cén- 
tains. Besides consuming fuel which 
hitherto been valueless, the com- 
bustion processes of this locomotive 
eliminate smoke and sparks. There 
are no waste products of combus- 
tien and there is no fire hazard. * It 
marks an important step in locomo- 
tive construction. 4

“We couldn’t do bet- 
ter ourselves,” which was indeed 
commendation. “Of course, it’s the 
training they*ve had that’s done it,” 
he added; and I realized fully the 
truth o fthat addition, for I have 
recently had an opportunity of see- 
ing the prospective woman conduc- 
tor in training at the London Gen- 
eral Omnibus Company's. schools, 
and could appreciate the remark. 
The visit proved to me conclusive- 
ly that no ‘effort is spared on the 
part of the company to turn out 
really efficient and competent guard- 
ilans of their vehicles, and no ener- 
gies are withheld that will insure 
the safety of the public. 

“Safety first,”” is thé motto of the 
company. The words are in evidence 
throughout the school and garage 
yards, and form the axle around 
which the instruction revolves. 
“Safety first,” too, is responsible for 
the sensible wirmth of the smart 
military uniform coat, for the 
much discussed shortness of the be- 
coming skirt, and for the stout and 
low heeled boots that are insisted 


upon. 

When I visited the school a few 
days ago I was amazed at the thor- 
oughness of the course 
training the women undergo 
before they are considered ca- 
pable of “taking to the road.” The 
training takes about three weeks, 
and during that time the women re- 
ceive a nominal payment of 2 shill- 
ings per day for food and fares. 

Each applicant (and there have 
been over 4000) is interviewed by 
a representative of the company, 
who judges her adaptability to the 
work and weeds out the unsuitable. 
From those chosen the woman doc- 
tdr selects only the medically fit for 
these arduous duties, the company 
being anxious for, and indeed, de- 
termined on, the engagement of 
those women only who are 
physically able to stand the strain 
pwhich is constantly and necessarily 
Imposed on them. 

Today there are over 130 girls, be- 
jonging to that company alone, on 
the road, while there are nearly 
250 at the school. Of those about 
8 per cent. are higher domestic 
‘ Ae oq 15 per cent. shop assistants, 
and the remainder are drawn from 
all classes—clerks, waitresses, post- 
office employees, dressmakers, and 
many girls whose lives have hither- 
to been wasted “doing nothing.’ 
Among them there exists a charm- 
ing comradeship, born of the know!l- 
edeg that they are uniting in “do- 
ing their bit to help to win the war.” 
The instruction is now being un- 
dertaken by women, who deal very 
thorougly with any little difficulty 
that may occur on the road. They 
initiate the lay mind into the ap- 
parent intricacies iof all the routes, 
and unvell the mysteries of dealing 
successfully with the tickets. 
Speaking of tickets, I am 
minded of the following remark of 
a lady friend: “If I were a, bus 
conductor, I should give eve 
penny ticket to save bother!" The 
idea may suggest disadvantages to 
the company, but it certainly would 
simplify matters from the conduc- 
tor’s _.point of view, and doubtless 
echo a common thought, for few of 
us, I fancy, have not been conscious 
of a feeling of awe at the thought 
of the manipulation of the many 
tickets, and.so have been duly im- 
pressed with the adept manner in
